Democratic Senators Hold a Caucus 
Over the Tariff Measure, 


ALL BUT ONG AGREE TO VOTE FOR IT 


Mr. Hill Is Still Bucking on- Ac- 
count of the Income Tax. 


HE MAKES A SPEECH AGAINST THAT 


His Objection, However, Does Not Swerve 
Any ofthe Other Democrats from 
Doing Their Duty.

3.—(Special.)—The 
held this af- 
ternoon the most important cau- 
cus of the congress. The subject 
was the tariff bill. There were thirty-eight 
senators present, Senator Gorman presided. 
Senator Jones, of Arkansas, who has had 
the proposea amendments of the bill in 
addressed the senate explaining 
These changes are identical with 
those heretofore mentioned in these dis- 
patches, and the informata@n concerning 
which came from Senator Jones. 

The sugar schedule is to be ilxed at 40 
per cent ad valorem on both raw and re- 
fined, ««s of t cént on all sugars above six- 
teen, and 1-10 of 1 cent additional on sugars 
comng. trom countries which pay an ex- 
port bounty. 

Senator Caffery, of Louisiana, made a 
strong plea for 45 per cent ad valorem, as 
wanted by the sugar ‘planters. He received 
no encouragement. . 

The six absent senators were Messrs. 
Mills, Murphy. Lindsay, Irby, Butler and 
Gibson. -It wes claimed .that they were all 
accounted for and assurances were given 
that they would support the tariff bill. The 
only persons in whose absence there might 
be any significance are Senators Murphy 
and Mills, the understanding being that 
all other senators are in accord with 
any bill supported by the majority of the 
democratic senators. Senator Mills was not 
at the senate during the day and the call 
for the caucus was sent to his house. It is 
believed that he nas some objections to the 
concessions that have been made, but he 
has previously announced that he would 
support any bill that provided for reduc- 
tions in the nresent law. 

Senator Murphy’s caucus, notice was also 
sent to his residence, as he was absent 
from the capitol. His position has all along 
been one of jioubt, but several democratic 
scaators assert .hat he will support the bill 
and he is counted in the forty hree which 
are claimed as certain to vote in favor of 
the bill. . 

Gorman Pleads for Harmony. 

The other absentees are either out of the 
city or failed to secure notice in time, 
Some of them itave been counted as against 
the bill and it was said that they would 
endorse the action of the caucus. 

In presenting the resolution and stating 
the object of the caucus Senator Gorman 
made a conciliatory speech. He said it was 
necessary to make concessions in order to 
secure the united support of the party and 
re further asserted it would need a demo- 
cratic majority to pass the bill. He stated 
that concessions had been made on all 
sides and it was believed that the measure, 
with the proposed amendments, would now 
meet with che support which was absolute- 
to vnass a demecratic tariff

The two princfpal speeches made during 
the caucus were those of Senator Jones, ex- 
plaining the reasons for and origin of the 
eomprorise, and giving some of the details 
of the amendments, and by Senator Hill 
in opposition to the bill as it is proposed to 
amend it. 

Jones Explains the Bill. 

Senator Jones said that he had seen the 
necessity for amending the bill, and after 
giving the matter due consideration, had 
concluded that it was possible that the bill 
as first reported, had not been sufficiently 
considered as to the interest of all senators. 
He had then endeavored, in connection with 
others, to remedy these defects as he saw 
them, and in doing so had tried to consult 
senators representing all shades of opinion. 
He gave the reasons why the majority of 
dernocratic senators representing the south 
and west, wanted the income tax, and why 
the minority from the north and east were 
cnposed to it, and said that while out of 
Jeterence to the majority, it had been Kept 
in the minority and had beén granted the 
concession of a limitation of time the law 
should continue,in foree, and that while 
the period had not been fixed, it would prob- 
ably be placed at five years. He said also 
that many of the inquisitorial features of 
the bill had been omitted, but that the 
amount exempted and the rate of taxation 
had not been changed. He also said that the 
Sugar schedule had been changed 80 as to 
provide for an advalorem duty of 40 per cent 
and an additional duty of one-eigth of a 
cent on sugar imported from countries pay- 
ing a bounty on sugar, the present law with 
the bounty to stand until the Ist of January 
next. He said that the ad valorem tax was 
not materially different from the sugar 
provision of the pending bill. He also stated 
that a large number of other amendments 
had been made, but did not mention them in 
detail nor make any explanation of them 
except to say that in no case were the rates 
of duty fixed as high as in the McKinley 
law..He said in conclusion, that an earnest 
effort had been made to harmonize all in- 
terests; many concessions had been made 
to the eastern and northern democrats by 
Changes from the ad valorem to specific 
. duties and that it was hoped that 
when the new bill ‘should 


‘be presented it would command the solid 


democratic vote. 

Sendtor McPherson, «f New Jersey, spoke 
in support of the resolution and dwelt at 
length upon the concessions Which northern 
and eastern democrats had been Bbliged to 
make, and what they had to give up in 
order to meet +e demands of the south and 
west. He claimed that the concessions that 
Were talked of ‘.y the dther senators were 
not wholly on ore s‘de. 4 

Senators Palmer and Vilas made long and 
Vigorous speecaes urgirg party harmony 
and the necessity of early action. 

Great interest’ centered

Jersey, and his remarks were

income tax, he was ready to support the 
measure with the amendments which had 
been agreed upon, although he claimed that 
what were called concessions by the south- 
ern and western men were but small com- 
pared with the concessions which eastern 
senators made in supporting the bill with 
the incorhe tax provision. 
Hill Is Still Kicking. 

Senator Hill, of New York, was not pleas- 
ed. He spoke only a short time, but it was 
long enough for him to convince the caucus 
that his vote would not be for the bill, if the 
income tax remained in it. He said his po- 
sition was well known; he had. made his 
Statement before the country and there was 
nothing to add to what he had gaid. What 
were called concessions could not compen- 
Sate for a rider in the bill which neither 
the needs of the country nor of the party 
demanded. Without saying so in direct 
terms, there were none who listened to him 
who believed #=* Se would support the bill. 

Senator Hill took occasion to com- 
pliment Senator Jones for the pa- 
triotic® and intelligent tmterest he had dis- 
played in adjusting all differences, but de- 
cClared that so irreconcilable was his oppo- 
sition to the income tax, he should feel 
at liberty to offer any amendment he saw 
proper to any paragraph in the bill, so 
long as the income tax was a part of it, 
notwithstanding the resolution. He devoted 
himself largely to the income tax, and said 
that while he was pleased to hear of some 
of the changes that had been made, he re- 
gretted that the income provision was still 
retained. He denounced the compromise on 
this account. _ 

He repeated what he had said in his public 
speech that no democratic national conven- 
tion had declared for an income tax. He 
also called attention to the fact that the 
demands of the democratic -party for free, 
raw material had been ignored and said 
that while he was required to Stand alone 
ovt of all the senators as representing the 
frtits of this demand, he charged flatly 
that the income tax had been retained for 
the purpose of placating the south «nd west 
and said that because, if for no otner rew 
son, New York would have to pay 30 per 
cent of the tax if imposed, he 
would antagonize the tax to the end. He 
declared that he was not mollified by the 
limitation of time. If the tax was right 
upon principle it should go in permanently; 
iZ not right it should be expunged entirely. 
It looked, he said, as if the change had 
been made for the sole purpose of getting 
votes. It could not be defended upon that 
ground, and he warned the party against 
preparing a bill which would require too 
much defense, and called attention to the 
probability that it would be necessary to de- 
fend the sugar duty to refiners. He asserted 
that ten or twelve senators had opposed it 
from the beginning with such a singleness 
of purpose that he*had asked for no conces- 
sions in the bill as long as it shoud remain— 
a stat.ment which Senator Jones confirmed. 

The vote showed what those who had called 
the caucus expected. The conferences that 
have been going on among the democratic 
senators for two weeks had given the leac- 
ers the information as to how the different 
senators stood, but they wanted official 
caucus action upon what had been agreed 
to in the conference room. The roll was 
called in order to place all on record, and 
theirty-seven senators voted in favor of the 
resolution and one, Senator Hill, against 
it. The vote was received with genuine 
gratification, as many of the senators be- 
lived it signified ‘that the tariff bill would 
pass.

Washington, May 3.—Consul Edwards, at 
Berlin, reports that the officials of the Ger- 
man army and navy after an exhaustive 
set of experiments have decided against 
the use of peanut flour as food for the 
{voops and sailors or as horse food. During 
the experiments no immediate healtn-in- 
juring symptoms were noticed, but the 
men showed an unconquerable dislike to the 
food prepared with peanut flour or grits. 
Its frequent use cannot be regarded as 
healthful or nourishing and the food has 
been discontinued.

He Gets a Rebuke for Denouncing the 
Income Tax. 


ROW IN A COOPER ONION MEETING. 


Millionaires Find That the Masses 
Approve an Income Tax. 


SENATORS SCORED FOR THEIR DELAY 


Ex-Secretary Fairchild Tries to Coo] Down 
the Audience—Speedy Actionon 
the Tariff Demanded. 


New York, May 3.—A mass meeting was 
feld ‘n Cooper Union tonight to protest 
against the dilatoriness of the senate in 
passing the Wilson bill. All was not har- 
mony at che meeting, and the income tax 
Question was what marked the dividing of 
the ways. The storm broke when Frederick 
R. Coudert took issue with James C. Carter, 
and roundly denounced the income tax 
measure as bad, dishonest and undemo- 
cratic. One-half of the large crowd hissed 
and interrupted this expression of opinion, 
the others cheered and applauded and hurled 
back the epithets applied to Mr. Coudert by 
Ais opponents from the body of the hall. 

An old man jumped up, shook his fist at 
Mr. Coudert on the platform and shouted: 
“We were paying the taxes while you peo- 
ple wire robbing us!” : 

At this point there wasia tumult. A 
chorus of ‘“‘Put him out!” burst forth, and 
every one jumped up. Half a dozen police- 
men rushed up and seized the old man, 
carrying him to the rear of the hall. 

Confusion reigned for some minutes. Final- 
ly Mr. Coudert put every one in good humor 
by saying that as bad as the income tax 
was, he was willing to swallow it for the 
sake of the tariff reduction. 

Fairchild Takes the Cue. 

The meeting had been called by repre- 
sentatives of forty-two business houses of 
the city. Ex-Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles S. Fairchild, called the meeting to 
order and denounced the senators responsi- 
ble for the delay of action on the tariff bill. 
He thought the income tax an unwise meas- 
ure, but there were many things worse than 
it, one of which was to have nv income at 
all, which was what the legislation would 
lead to. 

James C. Carter delivered the principal 
Speech of tne evening. He defended the in- 
come tax as the most just and equitable 
form of taxation. There were manifestations 
of approval and disapproval when he said 
that—a foreboding of the tumult that broke 
forth later wren Mr. Coudert took the op- 
posite stand to Mr. Carter. Mr. Carter also 
denounce. Senators Hill and Murphy for 
their attitude towards the Wilson bill. This 
seemed to please the large audience hugely. 

Resolutions Passed. 

Resolutions, in substance as follows, were 
passed: 

“That we should prefer a more consistent 
and courageous measure of tariff reform 
than is now pending, but we urge that it 
be passed to a final vote so that we may 
be relieved from the extortions and oppres- 
sions of the McKinley tariff. 

“That while we ‘are opposed to the in- 
come tax provision we are more opnosed to 
the existing] system of tariff ‘taxation, 
which casts on the workiug classes nine- 
tenths of the burden of taxation and ex- 
torts from them an enormous tribute for 
the benefit of a few. 

“That we desire the income tax clauses 
be stricken out. We deem their retention 
no excuse for the vote of any democrat 
against the bill as a whole, and demand that 
every democratic senator and representative 
vote for the repeal of the McKinley law. 

“That the defeat of the bill by democrats 
would be a disaster to the nation and an 
act of treason to the democratic party.” 


MISS VIVA CASTLE SHOT. 


A Young Lady Well Known in Atlan- 

tan Dangerously Wounded. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 3.—(Special.)-- 
Miss Viva Castle, daughter of ex-Congress- 
man Castle,’was shot here yesterday by the 
wife of a negro barber. The affair has 
created a great sensation here. Miss Castle 
is well known in many parts of the United 
States. She has often visited New York 
where an uncle, Colonel John R. Fellows, 
lives. She was often in Washington when 
her father was in congress. On three or 
four occasions she has visited Atlanta. In 
the frummer and fall of 1891 she _ spent 
several months in the south and much of 
the time lived at the Kimball house and 
Lithia Springs. 

Yesterday Miss Castle went out for a 
lunch with a drummer whose name is not 
known. Soon after she left the cafe it be- 
gan to rain and she went back for shelter. 

She told the proprietor she had a head- 
ache and asked if she could go up stairs to 
the barber shop to have her hair dressed. 

This she did, and in about thirty minutes 
the barber returned, telling Blake, the negro 
proprietor, that Miss Castle was asleep in 
the chair. Blake went up to her, and his 
wife, thirty minutes later, followed. She 
saw her husband leaniug over the girl, and 
whipping out a revolver, she shot her. She 
tried also to kill her husband, but was 
overpowcred. 

Late tonight Miss Castle was still alive, 
but she will probably die. ; 

She has been in numerous escapades, but 
there has never been any scandal connected 
with her name. She went in the best so- 
ciety here.

Washington, May 3.—Frank Hatton, late 
editor of The Washington Post, was buried 
today with demonstrations of affection and 
esteem, such as have seldom accompanied 
a private funeral in Washington. The ser- 
vices were held in the beautiful home, which 
he had recently built and fitted up in Hill- 
yer place, in the northwestern part of the 
city. Every leading newspaper man in 
Washington was present, as well as many 
senators and others prominent in official 
life. The Gridiron Club of Washington cor- 
respondents, of which Mr. Hatton was 
president, assembled in the adjacent resi- 
dence of Mr. Zeckendorff, of The New York 
Tribune, and attended the ceremonies in a 
body. The National Capital Press Ciupd 
took similar action, and the floral tributes 
sent by these organizations as well as by 
other personal friends of the dead editor, 
were of surpassing beauty.

COXEY’S NEW TENT. 
Shelters His Men from the Rays of the 
Sun. 

Washington, May 3.—The 400 common- 
wealers passed the night on straw under a 
canvas awning, and under a large new tent, 
in their pestilential camping ground and 
breakfasted this morning on bread and 
fried fish with coffee. After treakfast 
some charitably inclined persons distributed 
cigars among them. 

Four more of the commonwealers have 
been sent to the hospital. Two of these 
and one who refused to be removed are 
suffering from malaria. 

Stewart May Defend Coxey. 

It was reported this afternoon from Cox- 
eyite sources that Senator Stewart, of 
Nevada, would appear im the police court 
to assist the counsel in defense of Coxey, 
Browne and Jones. The senator was seen 
tonight by The Constitution’s correspon- 
dent and,asked whether the report were 
true. The senator said: “I have thought 
of doing so, but I have not made up my 
mind yet one way or the other.” It was 
suggested that if the fee was big enough 
he ought to go. The senator replied: 
“When I believe a man is honest in his 
intentions and gets into trouble I never 
ask about a fee. I never have in my whole 
I have always in such cases de- 
fended men regardless of their abuity to 
pay fees.’’ 

Galvin Leaves Wheeling. 

Wheeling, W. Va., May 3.—Colonel Gal- 
vin’s army evacuated this town today, tak- 
ing a Baltimore and Ohio train for Pitts- 
burg at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon. The 
local trades assembly paid their passage, 
$150, $62 of which was raised among the 
merchants and the rest being supplied out 
of the assembly’s funds. Colonel Galvin 
marched at the head of his army be- 
tween two stalwart policement. A great 
crowd was at the depot to see the men 
off and a squad of policement was on hand 
to prevent any trouble. Galvin claims to 
have secured eighteen recruits here among 
Striking potters \nd miners. The city 
furnished the army with food while here. 

This morning the republican organ bit- 
terly assailed the mayor for his action and 
advised the council to make no appropri- 
ation for the cost of the food furnished. 
The mayor is a republican. and the paper 
has always supported him. 

Demanding 'l'ransportation. 

Des Moines, Ia., May 3.—Headed by Gen- 
eral J. B. Weaver and Chairman Lowery, 
of the citizens’ committee, a hundred la- 
boringmen started from the citizens’ head- 
quarters at 9:30 o’clock this morning to 
march to the capitol building and demand 
of Governor Jackson that he secure a train 
for Kelly’s army. Several hundred fol- 
lowed in the: wake of the marchers, but 
there was no popular uprising of the labor- 
ingmen. The army had/® slim breakfast 
this morning. ft consisted: mostly of stale 
crackers, but the citizens’ committee in 
wagons are making successful trips and an 
abundance of food was in camp by noon.

A GOOD REPORT FROM THE SOUTH. 


Business Conditions More Favorable 
Than in Any Other Section. 

Baltimore, May 3.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record, in its weekly review of the southern 
business conditions, says: 

“Reports from traveling salesmen and 
others show that business conditions 
throughout the south are more favorable 
than in any other section. This is empha- 
sized by the fact that no Coxey army re- 
cruits have come from any part of the 
southern states, not even from Baltimore, 
though so close to Washington. The ten- 
dency of population and capital southward 
is becoming more pronounced, and the pros- 
pects are promising for a decided revival 
in activity in this section in advance of 
any other. The strike of coal miners in 
Pennsylvania and the west has enabled 
West Virginia coal operators to secure many 
contracts that have heretofore always been 
placed in Pennsy!vania. 

“Among the new enterprises reported for 
the week is a $1,000,000 company to mine 
pyrites ores in Virginia and to establish 
large chemical and phosphat@é works at 
Norfolk; a $10,000 construction company; 
a $15,000 manufacturing company in Vir- 
ginia; a $200,000 chemical company, a $20U,- 
000 mining compeny and a $100,000 lumber 
company in West Virginia; a $100,000 imple- 
ment company and $100,000 furniture compa- 
ny, a $95,000 cotton oil mill and a $100,000 
cotton compress company in Texas; a 100- 
barrel flour mill in Arkansas and a number 
of smaller enterprises in other states.”

London, May 3.—H. H. Gibbs, president of 
the British Bimetallic League, presided over

Sir William Houldsworth, M. P., read a 
paper on the effects upon agriculturists, 
manufacturers, wage-earners, merchants, 
bankers and investors, of the fall in the 
general level of prices. This fall in prices, 
he continued, was caused by a contracted 
currency, and must lead to the commercial 
and industrial depression and the conse- 
{quent injury of all classes. 

Mr. Houldsworth contended that falling 
prices discourage capitalistic enterprises, 
and the increasing burden of obligations 
deprives them of the power of extending 
production. He quoted from the letter of 
General Francis A. Walker, in support of 
iuS arguments that declining prices retard 
industry anu diminish the demand for la- 
bor. A low rate of interest, he said, is 
evidence of an abundance of capital, and a 
co-existing depression of trade. 

Robert Lacey Everett, M. P., and Ed- 
mund F. Knox, M. P., in discussing Mr. 
Houldsworth’s paper,maintained that mono- 
metallism would press powerfully and un- 
fairly upon’ the tiuers of the soil, as its ten- 
dency was to lower the value of agricultur- 
al products. 

menry H. Gibbs read a paper on ‘The 
Prir*iple on Which an International Ratio 
Ought to Be Based.’’ Mr. Gibbs stated that 
the ratio of gold to silver at the end of 
the year 1892, was 15% tol. At the present 
time the proportion was 35 to l. All pro- 
posals for bridging the chasm, he asserted, 
converge toward the restoration of silver 
to its former status of full debt-paying 
power. i * 

ft David Barbour, late finance minister 
for anaia, read a paper on “The Finances of 
India,’’ in which he said that the expendi- 
tures always tend to exceed the revenues. 
The sudden declines in the price of rupees 
has led to an injurious reduction of expendi- 
tures, the cessation of pubTic works and the 
loss of control by the Indian budget of its 
power to maintain a surplus or to preventa 
oeficit. Indian exchange keen. semper 
arily stopped and the country had been lull- 
ed into a false sense of security when the 
United States increased their rurchases of 
silver, but when those purchases ceased In- 
dian exchange fell lower than ever. The ef- 
fect of the divergence of gold and silver 
upon the finance of India has been a crisis 
involving a waste of money and many mis- 
chievous fluctuations,and there was no pros- 
pect cf a further severe decline, when the 
government of India would be unable to 
meet their obligations. The result of at- 
tempting to introduce a gold standard in 
India had been to disturb the trade of In- 
dia with silver standard countries, increase 
India’s sterling debt, increase the expendi- 
tures, increase the taxation, and to cause 
tne almost total abandonment of public 
works. It was too soon, he said, to say 
whether the attempt would be successful, 
put it was plain that it must require time 
and further heavy sacrifices.

| said that in this way much of the sharp 
competition among the workers can be done 
away with, and when this is done and the 
army of the unemployed has dwindled away 
the incentive and opportunity for cutting 
wages will also have disappeared. 

“As an object lesson of what might be 
accomplished by co-operative colonies,’ said 
Mr. Madden, “I might point you to the 
little town of Belvidere in our own state. 
Down there there are 250 skilled mechanics 
out of employment and no one knows when 
they will have employment again. These 
men can make anything from a watch 
spring to a wagon wheel and they are 
all willing to work. All they ask is wages 
on which they can live and support their 
families 

“Suppose we had a co-operative colony 
in operation. These men could all be sent 
there and in. ten days the strike in the 
National Sewing Machine works would be 
@ thing of the past. Then again, if em- 
ployers knew that if their men struck they 
could and probably would leave the city, 
they would hesitate to let their skille@ men 
go and take chances on getting others to 
take their places. As matters are now the 
employer knows that the workman will get 
hungry some time, and when he lets him 
go out on a strike he generally figures 
on shutting down his business until that 
time comes.” 

Other Advantages of the Plan. 

“Co-operative colonies have other ad- 
vantages from a labor standpoint. They will 
do much t@ offset the influx of workmen 
from small towns to the large business 
centers. With such colonies founded, if a 
man is not satisfied with his lot in life 
he can pick up his worldly possessions, if 
he has any, and hie himself to the nearest 
co-oper~tive colony, where he will always 
be welcome. . 

“The details are not yet completed,”’ 
said Mr. Pomeroy, ‘“‘but we believe the 
plan is feasible and our trip to the western 
States is to meet those out there who are 
interested and to learn what profess has 
been made in the matter of securing land. 
We have been assured that the land can 
be had for the asking. It is a matter that 
has long occupied the leaders in the labor 
movement, and I, for one, feel that the 
time is ripe to make the attempt to do 
something practical. When a colony is 
established every one in it will be a union 
man, from the mayor down to the man who 
looks after the stray dogs.”’ 

ANOTHER EARTHQUAKE IN GREECE

Orange County People Fear an Attacl 
from the Walkerites, 


THEY ARE A DESPERATE SET OF MEN 


Nearly Seventy Members of One 
Family Are Banded Together. 


A BOYCOTT ORGANIZED AGAINST THEM 


\ 
Law and Order People Determined toe 
Starve Out the Faction—A Bitter 
War Is On. 


———— 


May 3.—(Special.)- 
A deadly feud existing between 
the “Walkerites,”’ who live in 
the western part of Orange county, ahd the 
Law and Order League was intensified yes- 
terday through the indictment by the 
United States grand jury in Jacksonville of 
George A. Wilkes and others of the gang 
for breaking and entering the postoffice at 
Grasmere about a year ago. At that time 
the deputy postmaster, an old_man named 
louis Merot, was murdered while defending 
himself and the property. In the state 
courts Harvey A. Blocker, Hunter R. 
Fudge, ‘George A. Walker and W. B. 
Fudge have since been tried for the crime. 
Hunter Fudge turned state’s evidence and 
was set free. Blocker was convicted and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Walker 
was acquitted, chiefly through his youth and 
Sympathy for his aged and heart-broken 
parents. W. K. Fudge, through testimony 
which is said to have been perjured, es- 
tablished an alibi and was set free. 

The families and friends of the four men 
constitute the ‘Walkerites.” This faction 
has become very bitter against all who have 
had anytiing to do with prosecuting the 
case against young Walker and their lives 
have been threatened several times. The 
Walker faction numbers sixty or seventy 
people in west Orange, including the Walk- 
er family proper and their relatives by 
marriage. So intense has the feeling be- 
come that a large number of people have 
organized themselves {nto ,a jeague tg 
protect each other in case any overt. 
act should be committed by the Walker 
faction, and are prepared to defend them- 
selves against any further depredations in 
that section. This league is composed of 
prominent citizens of Grasmere, Plymouth, 
Apopka, ea Wood, Clarion and othes 
places in the western part of the country, 
and numbers several hundred persons, who 
are ready to respond to a cali to arms at 
a moment's notice. ‘ 

Yesterday’s indictments by the United 
States grand jury have made the “Walker- 
ites’’ furious and it is feared~they will 
open fire om any members of the league 
on sight.

PECK WISHES A THIRD TERM. 


The Members of the A. F. A. Are Lay- 

ing for Him. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 3.—George W. 
Peck is entered in the gubernatorial stakes 
to be run this fall in this state. The gov- 
ernor may be declared out before it becomes 
time to weigh in and in such a contingency 
some other entry will wear the democratic 
colors, which at present are dark blue. 
Just at present, however, it looks like 
Peck and it would be pretty safe to play 
him in the future books as a starter, par- 
ticularly as the longest kind of odds can 
be obtained against the chances of his 
winning the race. In the two previous races 
of the governor the cenditions and circum- 
stances were such that they make a heavy 
impost in the approaching contest. The 
Bennett law issue is dead and the A. P. 
A. issue is very much to the frdnmt and 
particularly strong in the country districts, 
where the governor has always cut his best 
pace. Early in the year the governor 
wrote a letter in which he took occasion to 
jump on the organization which has shown 
such surprising strength in the spring elec- 
tions. At the time it was looked upon as 
g00d politics, but subsequent events have 
demonstated that such was not the case. 
And yet, in spite of all this, the governor 
will surely be the democratic entry unless 
there is a decided change in the outlook be- 
tween now and the day of the state conven- 
tion. 

It is learned that the governor is willing 
to sacrifice himself, no matter how gloomy 
the outlook may be, and he will run if there 
is not enough democrats left to more than 
hold a convention to nominate him. It fact, 
it is whispered that he would prefer to 
a real, sure-enough forlorn hope than 
to take a third nomination with even a 
suggestion that he might possibly win, and 
as things look now there is every prospect 
that he will be accommodated in every 
respect. If Peck starts again the rest of 
the state officers will have to make the 
race. 


DOUGLAS DEMANDS PRIMARIES, 


The Courthouse Ring Put Up a Job on 
the People. 
Douglasville, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—The 
Evans stock in Douglas county has jumped 
away above par and still continues to ad- 
vance with amazing rapidity. Although 
the county has been announced as an At 
kinson stronghold, it can now be safely 
placed in the Evans column. Right here 
hangs an interesting story. On April 20th 
last the democratic executive committee 
ordered a mass meeting to be held on May 
9th to select delegates to the state guberna- 
torial convention. The committee is com- 
posed of thirteen members, eight for At- 
kinson and five for Evans. When the com- 
mittee assembled only two were present, 


representing General Evans. By a precon- 
certed scheme the vacancies were filled | 
with strong and uncompromising Atkinson 
supporters, all of whom reside in the city, 
and, like the other Atkinson members, ar- 
dently favor a mass meeting.

CHURCHMEN MERT. 


Southern Methodists Hold Their Gen- 
eral Conference at Memphis. 


GREAT GROWTH NOTED IN THE CHURCH 


In the Last Four Years the Membersbip 
Has Increased 170,000~—Dr. Candler 
Talked of for Bishop. 


Memphis,. Tenn., May 3.—(Special.)}—The 
general conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, convened here today, 
Bishop Keener presiding. The religious ex- 
ercises in the opening of tbe great body 
were impressive. The ten bishops were pres- 
ent, all hale and hearty except Bishop Gran- 
berry. Dr. W. H. Harrison, secretary of 
the last general conference, was elected 
secretary. The roll call of the 343 delegates 
showed nearly every delegate present. 
They came from every state in the south 
and from every forétgn country where 
southern Methodism has hoisted the banner 
of the cross. 

The sixteen 
their places. 


Georgia delegates were in 
Dr. Heidt was electcd as one 
of the assistant secretaries. The pastoral 
address of the bishops was by Dr. Gran- 
berry, who, in spite of a throat affection, 
held out well for the hour and a half occu- 
pied in the reading of the voluminous docu- 
ment. The address is spoken of as a most 
able paper. It was unequivocal, broad and 
interesting. It shows that the affairs of 
the church have seadily prospered. The 
membership in the southern connection is 
now 1,400,000, a net gain during the quad- 
rennium of 170,000. Over $600,000 have heen 
raised for domestic missions. The women 
of the church have raised for missions near- 
ly $800,000. The increased activity of the 
you hs of the church was mentioned ag a 
cause for rejoicing. The bishops trg@ted 
the subject of evangelists at length. Suc- 
cinctly stated, it is suggested that each 
annual conference be. given power to ap- 
point one or more evangelists to work. In the 
episcopal address the bishop called atten- 
tion to the danger involved in forming sep- 
arate ‘‘spcieties’’ for the promotion of holl- 
ness whereas the church exists to promote 
holiness. They exhort the church to avoid 
extravagant expressions in speaking about 
religious experience. While the point is not 
made directly, the paper gives out the opip- 
ion of the episcopacy that in case any bish- 
op should be prevented from work by phys- 
ical disability, his colleagues could, without 
serious inconvenience, discharge the addi- 
tional duties. It is, therefore, not likely 
that any new bishops will be made. The 
man most talked about in case a new bishop 
is elected is Dr. Candler, of Georgia, who Is 
a very strong quantity in this great body. 

Memphis gives the preachers and church 
men a cordial and royal welcome and the: 
session has opened most auspiciously. 

THEY WERE COUNTED. 

The New Rule Applied in the House to 
Make a Quorum. 
Washington, May 3.—At 12:25 o’clock the 
house, in committee of the whole with Mr. 
Hatch in the chair, resumed consideration 

of the river and harbor bill. 

Chairman Catchings made a running ex- 
planation of the provisions of the bill large- 
ly in response to questions by members, 
Mr. Hepburn, republican, of Iowa, spoke for 
half an hour, devoting himself to the matter 
of the transfer to the general government 
with consequent appropriations to maintain 
them, of works begun by states, and leav- 
ing the obligations they had assumed upon 
the government. He criticized the bill be- 
cause it had not divided the money ap- 
propriated equally among all the congres- 
sional districts of the country, but had con- 
fined them to 179—just enough, if every 
representative from the favored gues voted 
“aye,’’ to pass the bill. He pleaded for a 
fair division of the “‘pork in the barrel’’ 
among all the districts of the country. To 
secure this, as far as he was concerned at 
least, Mr. Hepburn gave notice that he 
would; at the proper time, ask to hawe the 
bill amended by giviny to the eighth lowa 
district $55,000, the proportional amount due 
each district under the bill, for the purpose 
of opening the highways therein ‘by the 
exclusion of water therefrom. (Laughter.) 

An effort by Mr. Catchings to limit gen- 
eral debate by unanimous consent was un- 
successful and a vote by ayes and nays was 
necessary to settle the matter. On this 
vote, for the first time under the new 
quorum-counting rule, was the name of a 
member reported to the house as present 
and not voting. The tellers were Messrs. 
Catchings and Ray and they notified the 
speaker that Messrs. Boatner and Hepburn 
were present and refused to vote. The list 
showed: Yeas 163, nays 14—on a motion to 
close debate in twenty minutes, and it was 
necessary to count them to make a quorum. 

Before the house adjourned at 5:05 o’clock 
p. m., at the request of house members of 
the Dockery committee, the committee on 
appropriations was instructed to make a 
change in the executive, legislative and 
judicial bill for the year ending June 339, 
189, as far as applicable, in accordance 
with the provisions of the bill passed 
yesterday reorganizing the accounting 
branch of the treasury department.

He 
had preferred not to depend upon conjec- 
tures in making the government safe in its 
revenues and had not spent much time in 
guessing what the increase of importations 
would be. He wanted to have necessary 
revenue made a sure thing, and that was 
one of the reasons why he stood by the 
income tax and why he was somewhat— 
not entirely—reconciled to a duty on sugar. 
What would terrify him more than any- 
thing else would be-the idea that his name 
should be associated with a bill entitled ‘‘a 
bill to raise revenue for the support of the 
government,” and which would not do it. 
He added that for his own part he believed 
that the liberalizing commercial relations 
with foreign countries would naturally 
stimulate commerce and increase importa- 
tion; but it was impossible to reach any 
definite estimate. :

Child Killed at a Rabbit Drive. 
From The Vernon Texan. - 

The mule-eared jack rapbit has become 
such a pest in Wilbarger county that the 
farmers have been forced to slaughter them 
by the wholesale. This is done by several 
neighbors banding together and purchaging 
wire netting which is used as a coral. A 
section is surrounded by men. women and 
children and the rubbits driven into the en- 
closure by means of guns, sticks, etc. Sat- 
urday afternoon a drive occurred at the 
Gilbert farmhouse three miles north of 
town, and a large number of ladies and 
get.tlemen went out to see the sport.

It is believed that the persons who post- 
ed these notices, which were typewritten, 
are those who lynched three negroe barn- 
burners about two weeks ago by taking 
the keys from the jailer’s wife and making 
them jump from the ‘Tennessee river 
bridge. An effort is being made to run 
down the offenders.

A Preacher's Bride Leaves Him and 
He Swallows Poison. 

Anniston, Ala., May 3.—(Sypecial.)—Dr. 
Richard L. Welfry, who claims to be from 
Cumberland, Md., attempted suicide with 
morphine this afternoon at Oxford, three 
miles south of here.

Prentiss, the 
great orator of Mississippi, who came from 
Maine; like George D. Prentice, the great 
Kentucky editor, who came from Connec- 
ticut; like General Albert ‘Pike, who was 
born and bred in Boston; like Pemberton, 
who so stubbornly defended Vicksburg. a 

Undoubtedly, environivent is largely 
responsible for the opinions and the con- 
duct of men. Lincoln was southern 
born. Seaator Hawley, of Connecticut, 
is a native of North Carolina. Many of 


the Virginians and Carolinians who went 


to the northwest to grow up with the 
country fought for the union, while the 
confederate army contained many north- 
erners who had made their homes in the 
south. 

Environment changes the opinions, the 
character and the methods of men. Send 
the puritan to Florida, and before he 
has been there ten years he will give 
himself up to a life of indolence and 
pleasure.

The 
puritan in the south thinks kindly of 
secession and slavery, while the cavalier 
in the north bas no patience with either.

The Debtar Class. 

Some of those who discuss the various 
phases of the money question are in- 
clined to treat with contempt the pre- 
tests that are constantly made _ by 
thoughtful men in behalf of the interests 
of the debtor class. The idea seems to 
be that the debtor class is not so worthy 
of consideration as the creditor class, 
and an argument tn behalf of the former 
appears to strike a great many super- 
ficial minds as an appeal in behalf of 
paupers, or at the very least, in behalf 
of those who are trying to evade the 
consequences of their own lack of judg- 
ment. 

Sut, in this vigorous and growing na- 
tion of ours the debtor class comprises 
all the energies and activities that, up 
toa few years ago, gave vitality to the 
industrial development of the republic, 
and all the enterprise that has marked 
the progress of the country. - The rail- 
wiys of the republic, the greatest factors 
in our commercial growth, are debtors 
to a vast amount, and the same may be 
said of every important undertaking to 
be found in the whole country. When, 
therefore, The Constitution protests 
against a ftinancial policy that has 
doubled the value of every mortgage and 
bond, it is not making an appeal in 
behalf of individuals, but in behalf of 
the forees that have built and are build- 
ing up the industries of the country, and 
developing the commercial and business 
industries of the country. 

The process by which the liabilities of 
the debtor class have been doubled is 
well known. It is simple as substrac- 
tion and addition. We have described 
it over and over again. Their debts 
are on a gold basis, and as the value of 
gold, measured by falling prices, in- 
creases, the value of their debts increases 
wich it. The money in which the inter- 
est on debts is paid will purchase twice 
the amount of commodities that it would 
buy twenty years ago. In the ease of 
railroads and productive industries, their 
earning capacities have been cut down 
nearly one-half, for their earnings are 
inexorably measured by the price that 
their staple freights will feteh in the 
inarket. Otherwise there is an end to 
production and business. 

Hereafter, therefore, when The Con- 
stitution protests against the injustice 
with which the single gold standard 
presses on debtors, it must be understood 
as speaking in behalf of the most poten- 
tial agents of our business and indus- 
trial prosperity.

The Gwinnett Herald has been doing some 
figuring on the gubernatorial race.

“We saw a reliable gentleman from Car- 
roll county a few days since who informed 
us that Carroll would go for Evans by two 
to one. Hon. R. E. Park, of Bibb, one of 
the best posted men in middle Georgia, in- 
formed us that Bibb was safe for Evans.

WHY PEOPLE BLUSH. 

Fear Is the True Cause, and Old Peo- 

ple Rarely Blush. 

Why do people blush? Certain emotions 
cause a kind of syncope; the heart stops for 
an instant, and, regaining strength imme- 
diately, it acts in a stronger manner and 
sends the blood racing into fhe arteries. 
So much for the phisological portion of 
the question; but we wish to know what 
causes these emotions. 

Darwin explained this by saying that 
when we perceive or fancy that we are 
being criticised or closely observed, our 
whole attention in forcibly directed to our- 
selves and is especially concentrated upon 
our countenance. When a particular part 
of the body becomes the object of such 
concentrated attention, its working is great- 
ly modified; we see a good example of this 
in the immediate effect produced upon the 
saliva by thinking of alemon. Our face 
the veins 
relax and are filled with arterial blood. 

This explanation is not quite satisfactory 
and other theories have been put forward 
with more or less success. The latest is 
that of Mr. Melinard, which it at least 
original. We blush through modesty, timid- 
ity, bashfulness and confusion. Praise 
makes us blush—that is modesty. Now, 
what takes place within us? Something 
very simple; this praise pleases us, but we 
do not wish that fact to be perceived. Take 
a case of timidity. A school boy is asked a 
question which he cannot answer; he 
wishes to hide his ignorance, which may 
expose him to punishment or to the gibes 
of his fellow scholars; he turns red. : 

It is the same with confusion; we have 
done something which wé wish to hide, 
and we are afraid that it will become 
known. #n short, the moral state is identi- 
cal in all cases; we redden because we feel 
that people are finding out something which 
we wish to hide. 

M. Melinard endeavors to demonstrate the 
correctness of his theory by showing that 
when the fear of being ‘‘unmasked’’ is re- 
moved there is no blushing, In the case 
of lovers, we find at first that they blush 
when they meet—because they are desirous 
to hide their sentiments; afterwards, there 
is no sign of a blush—because each knows 
that the other is aware of his (or her) senti- 
ments, and is no longer afraid of their be- 
ing known. 

A child does not blush; that is because 
he has no idea of hiding anything. As soon 
as he becomes old enough to understand 
that it may be to his interest not to tell 
all that he has done or all that passes in 
his mind he begins to redden. It is the same 
with idiots; the fear of being unmasked 
does not exist, and there is no blushing. 

Fear, then, is the cause of this change of 
countenance, according to M. Melinard. We 
are more likely to turn red in front of a 
number of people than when we are face 
to face with one or two only; old people 
bftush very seldom, because they are not 
trouwied with the fear that other people 
will find them out. This is a novel theory, 
with some good points, but there are sever- 
al objections to it. It is a fact that we blush 
involuntarily, we blush when we have 
nothing at all to hide in the presence of 
people concerning whom we are quite in- 
different.

What becomes of 
their progeny and where it has been for 
thirteen years only to reappear and g0 
through the same evolution, is, I repeat, a

“About the best way to catch rats that 
I know is to catch’ them alive in your 
hands.” said a serious-looking man in the 
group around the stove. 

“Well, that’s easily said,’’ remarked a 
skeptical hayseed, ‘“‘but how many did you 
ever catch that way?’ . 

“Oh, about a peck at a time.” 

“Ha, ha! Got a peck in your finger from 
a rat’s tooth! Got a good many pecks, 
didn’t ye?” 

“No, I’ve never got bit yet and I’ve 
caught bushels of them.” 

“Well, reel off your story, but I tell you 
between a peck of rats and you I’m bet- 
ting on the rats.”’ 

“All right, gentlemen, I'll give away my 
whole business. I take the job of clean- 
ing out rats in slaughter houses, grain 
storehouses, provision houses—places where 
there’s thousands of them. I fix up first a 
nice lot of bait—a big pile of it—and as it 
grows dark I take my position with a 
strong bag and a strong lamp and wait. 
The lamp is the secret of the business. It is 
very powerful, with a big reflector. I also 
have an assistant or two. Of course it is 
pitch dark in the building at night. We 
keep as still as mice or rats until we know 
by the noise that there is an army of rats” 
eating the bait. Then I flash the big light 
on them and while they are so dazed that 
they know not which way to run, we scoop 
them into the bag lively.”

mittens.”’ 

“What becomes of the rats?’ 

‘Sell ’em.”’ 

‘Sell rats?’ 

“Yes, the men who own fancy terriers 
like to try the powers of the dogs on 
live rats. The dog that can kill the most 
rats in a given time wins the match. They 
are taught to seize, give him one deadly 
crunch and drop him and seize another.” 

A plan that will sometimes destroy a 
large number of rats is to fill a barrel 
partly full of water and cover it with an 
inch or so of meal. A hole is bored in the 
barrel a little above the meal and the rats 
enter, sink through the meal and find a 
watery grave. In catching rats in steel 
traps great care is required to deceive 
the rodents. Traps need to be weel covered 
and everything done to avoid raising the 
suspicions of the ‘‘varmints.” Often when 
rats refuse to eat poisoned bread and but- 
ter they may be baited with poisoned 
crackers, cheese or meat. Rats are shy and 
gamy creatures, but it is possible to “make 
game of them.”

“Col. John Cockerill Places a Wreath 


on the Grady Statue. 


THE VISITORS HAD A ROYAL TIME 


All Declare That It Was the Event of 
Their Lives—They Were Being En- 
tertained Nearly Every Minute, 


The last day of the press league’s stay 
in Atlanta developed the most interesting 
session of all and the one in which the 
largest amount of business was attracted. 

The features of the day were the placing 
of the wreath upon the Grady monument, 
the election of officers, the reception at the 
Capital City Club by Mr. and Mrs. Joe 
Thompson ind the departure of the happy 
crowd, all of whom declared that Atlanta 
was a city after their.own hearts and 
wore all unanimous in saying that they were 
sincerely sorry that they could remain no 
lorger in our f-ir town. 

As soon as the literary programme was 
completed the convention walked to the 
Grady statue ina body, bearing a handsome 
wreath of beautiful Mowers. When the 
statue was reached the members of the 
press and many guests gathered about the 
aud stood with uncovered heads 
John Cockerill placed the 
foot of the monument. His 
speech in this connection was full of truth 
and sentiment. He said: 

“In conformity with a unanimous vote of 
the delegates to the International League of 
Press Clubs, 1 have the honor to place upon 
this monument, erected to the loving mem- 
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PRESIDENT CLARK HOWELL. 


ory of that distinguished editor, Henry W. 
Grady, this floral wreath as a tribute of 
our resnvect and acmiration for him. He 
was prince in the realm of journalism; ava- 
tar of the new south; and a genius who in 
twenty shorts, years of labor in our pro- 
fession, left a name and a fame that will 
be imperishable. For so long as this mon- 
ument stands, and the memory of man er- 
dures, the memory of Henry W. Grady 
will be cherished—cherished not only here, 
but in the north, east and west, for his 
talents helonged to no section and his spirit 
was national.”’ 

V‘th tears glistening in her bright black 
eyes, Miss Gussie Grady, the daughter of 
the great man, stood near Colonel Cockerill 
and gazed upon the scene that must have 
made a feeling of joyous gladness spring up 
with the thoughts of sorrow called forth 
hy the memory of a kind parent; to one side 
stood the grandmother of Miss Grady—Mrs. 
King—and when Colonel Cockerill finished 
his speech he shook hands warmly with 
hoth. 

Morning Session of the Convention. 

it was 10 o'clock before the morning ses- 
ston of the press people was callel to order 
by Presiding Officer Cockerill. He first 
read a telegram of regret from Editor M. H. 
de Young, of San Francisco, who sent his 
regets at his inability to be present at the 
convention, 

A letter tendering the use of the Western 
Union’s lines to ‘the league members was 
read amid applaus®. Manager Stephens ex- 
plained that his absence from the city was 
the cause of the lateness of the extension 
of the courtesy. 

An invitation to attend a concert at the 
Grand opera house was also read.

¢x-presidents and the president te be mem 
bers of tre committee. 

Mr. Keenan Carries His Point. 

To this Mr. Keenan, of The Pittsburg 
Press, Obejcted most strenuously. He said 
that he did not care to see a house of lords 
created in the press league, that he thought, 
however, that the ex-presidents should all 
be on the board the year following their 


Keenan moved chis as a substitute. 

The question of cards aad credentials was 
inadvertently brought forward aguin. It 
ended in disposing of the matter by strik- 
ing out, on Mx. Keenan’s niotion, all refer- 
ence in the cunstitution to credentials. 

At this juncture Vice President Clark 
Howell read an invitation for the league 
to ride out to the Driving Club, at Pied- 
mont park, and be entertained by the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition di- 
rectors, Also he stated that there would be 
“ reception at the Capital City Club, tender- 
ed by Mr, and Mrs. Joseph Thompson, who 
would be assisted: by the Women’s Press 
Club, of Georgia, and Mrs. Eliza A. Connor, 
who was requested to assist.” 

Mutters of Interest. 

Mr. Cramer, of Philadelphia, secured the 
floor ahd begged to announce that the ceum- 
Mittee had Jecided to hold the next con- 
vention on the 10th of June. He also read 
4 communication from the mayor of Phila- 
delphia, in which e royal reception is ten- 
dered the learue delegates. 

Mr. Berri, of The Brooklyn Standard- 
Union, was called to the chair and Colone’ 
Cockerill offered the following resolutions 
in regard to the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition of 1895: 

“Whereas, The Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, to be held in Atlanta. Ga., 
front September 1st to December ‘st, 18%, 
is planned on a scale that demands the in-

“Whereas, Said exposition will bring to 
it representative exhibits from Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America and the West Indies 
and establish closer and more important

tries and the United States; and, 

“Whereas, Said exposition will show to 
the world the great and varied resources 
of the southern states and the exceptional 
advantages for profitable investment and 
extensive immigration; and, 

“Whereas, The whole country will *e bere- 
fited, and congress has been petitioned to 
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provide for an exhibit by the general gov- 
ernment at said exposition, 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the Interna- 
tional League of Press Clubs here assem- 
bled: 

“l. That we most heartily endorse the 
Proposed exposition, and commend ‘ts man- 
agement and the objects sought to be ac- 
complished as worthy of the active support 
of all the people o% this country. 

“2. That we respectfully and earrestly 
urge the favorable consideration by the 
United States congress of the bill now un- 
der consideration zranting aid and encour- 
agemcut to the exposition. 

3. That we request the several press 
clubs composing this league to take active 
measures to secure the support of the rep- 
resentatives in congress from the several 
districts in which each club is located. 

“4. That a copy of this preamble and these 
resolutions be furnished by the secretary 
to each club composing this league.’ 

Before the resolutions could be put to 
& vote by the chair Mr. Keenan, of Pitts- 
burg, moved to amend by adding that the 
resolutions be sent to every daily paper in 
the United States with the request that 
they be published. 

As a further amendment, Mr. Cramer, of 
Philadelphia, moved that a copy -of: the 
resolutions be sent to every member of con- 
gress. The resolutions and amendments 
were all adopted unanimously. 

Have Enjoyed Their Visit. 

If the feelings of the entire convention 
are in accordance with the expressions of 
Mr. Cramer, of Philadelphia, they have had 
a good time of it. He stated that he wanted 
the old soldiers to know what it was to re- 
ceive Atlanta’s hospitality and, therefore, 
introduced the following resolution, which 
was enthusiastically adopted: 

“Resolved, That the secretary of this 
league be instructed to convey to the offi- 
cers of the Grand Army of the Republic a 
Suitableetestim:onial of the league’s earnest 
appreciation of the courtesies extended by 


the citizens of Atlanta during the visit of * 


the delegation, and to bear witness to the 
hospitality which the league delegates and 
their friends have received.”

As to my trip over the road having any 
connection with the reported deal, that’s 
a mistake.” : 


M. and N. G. Shops May Go to Knox- 


ville. 


Knoxville is already working to secure 
the shops of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad which were recently burned in 
Maritetta. 

It is said by some of the authorities of 
the road that Knoxville will probably get 
the new shops when they come to rebuild 
them, though others say that the shops may 
not be rebuilt for some time to come, owing 
tothe probability that the road may be 
scooped up and joined with the Atlanta and 
Florida by cotnmon interests, thus forming 
a complete line from the north to the se@#.th, 
with Atlanta as the cen.ral point. In this 
event the shops will most likely be rebuilt 
in Atlanta and the headquarters of the new 
system be estabiished here with all the gen- 
eral offices.

Florida, looking to this accomplishment. 

If the shops are to be rebuilt without de- 
lay by the Marietta and North Georgia alone 
they will, it is thought, go to Knoxville, 
where are located some of the chief offices. 
If there is to be any delay about it the 
chanecs are good that the reported and 
ronuch discusged plans to join this line with 
the Atlanta and Florida will go through 
eud that Aulanta will get the new shops of 
the Marietta and Worth Georgia.

THE LANDEGGER RECITAL 


The Grand presented a nandsome ap- 
pearance last night on the occasion of Sig- 
nor Randegger’s formal bow before an At- 
lanta audience. The stage was appropriately 
set with ferns and other hothouse plants 
and the two grand pianos set off the stage 
beautifully, while the large audito- 
rium and the boxes were well fill- 
ed with the elite and culture of the 
city, and a number of members of the Iin- 
ternational Press Club League. 

Signor Randegger. who has been mention- 
ed as a great pianist by all who have here- 
tofore heard him in private musicals fully 
sustained the reputation, and though only 
twenty. years old, showed himself to be 
the peer of any pianist yet heard in this 
city, and it is fair to expect that in a few 
vears he will have a national reputation. 
His technique and mechanism geem perfect, 
while his power is probably greater than 
that of any pianist yet heard  hefe, 
and without any apparent effort or 
pounding. Randegger plays every 
kind of music with the heart, 
soul and passion which is the special char- 
acteristic of Italian artists, His rendition 
of Beethoven's ‘wong of Penitence,” caught 
the audience, and one felt a true artist was 
at the piano, one free om affectation or 
mannerisms in playing. The ‘‘Nocturne’”’ of 
Chopin, was delightfully rendered, while 
the ‘‘De Beriot Waltz’’ showed an astonish- 
ing agility. 

Signor Randegger was encored time and 
again, and made emphatically a great hit, 
one of the greatest ever yet made by any 
pianist in this city. His playing of the 
‘Harmonies of Evening,’”’ by Liszt, showed 
an exquisite delicacy of touch, and then 
reaching up to the grandeur of an orches- 
tra in power; but the grandest effort of 
the evening’ was the “Greig Concerto,” it 
could not have been played with greater 
effect. In this concerto he showed great 
power, and a perfect control of the pedals, 
His working up of the crescendo could nov 
have been more electrical. Randegger 
though young, possesses the qualities of 
real greatness. 

Miss Jennie C. Smith's splendid contralte 
Was, perhaps, never before heard to such 
advantage. -She was encored time and again 
and one never tired of her grand voice, 
which filled completely the large auditori- 
um. 

Mr. Sam Burbank was at his best. His 
splendid baritone voice seems to improve 
daily, and he sings now with a voice equal 
in quality and power to some of the best 
metropolitan artists. He received many 
recalls, 

Mr. Joseph MacLean presided as accom- 
panist in a most charming and efficient man- 
ner and followed the singers admirably. 
Much credit is due Mr. Charley Price for ar- 
ranging the pianos, for the, first time in 
Atlanta, just as they are arranged on a 
metropolitan stage. 

The recital was, undoubtedly, one of the 
most artistic and successful ever given in 
this city, and it is to be hoped it will be 
repeated at an early cate.

Slang, Cant and Argot. 
From The London Academy. 

Mr. Hayward said that we must be care- 
ful in dealing with Elizabethan slang not 
to judge it entirely by present-day stand- 
ards; much of it is now recognized English, 
while much -of our modern slang was good 
Elizabethan English. The word “slang” is 
of comparatively modern origin. The older 
word, which ‘““slang’’ to some extent re- 
places, is ‘“‘cant,”’ the name given to the 
secret language of thieves, rogucs and vaga- 
ponds, introduced into England by the 
gypsies in the reign of Henry VIII, Har- 
rison, in his description of Elizabethan Eng- 
land, records that the first deviser of ‘‘cant- 
ing,” or “peddier’s French,” was hanged 
by the neck. 

The “cant” language was @ strange med- 
ley of Hebrew, Latin, Sanskrit, Greek, Wal- 
lachian, Spanish, Flemish, Dutch, Celtic 
and bastard Italian. The practice of such 
speech is world-wide. We have the French

On the contrary, in 
the region of the Zambesi, where wild ele- 
phants and other animals die and putrify, 
the tsetse is still a plague.

A Novel Labor Dispute. 

There is war in Hungary between the gov- 
ernment and the skilled laborers who pro- 
vide the reports of its parliamentary discus- 
Sions.

olution that they will confine themselves to 
recording the bare decisions of the house, 
mentioning no names and leaving out de- 
bates of any sort.

dilemma. A similar strike arranged years 
ago by the reporters’ gallery in Vienna, re- 
sulted in complete success within twenty- 
four hours and it is thought that the same 
issue is practically assured in Buda- 
Peath. 
The World's Beér Production. 


The advocates of total abstinence from al- 
coholic liquors can hardly derive much en- 
couragement from some figures published by 
a French paper on the world’s production 
of beer. It appears that in the whole of 
Europe 3,036,000,000 gallons of beer are pro- 
duzed every year. Germany makes the 
largest quantity and upholds its national 
reputation with 1,051,664,000 gallons, of which 
630,380,850 gallons are contributed by North- 
ern Germany, 337,167,400 gallons by Bavaria, 
69,817,000 gallons by Wurtemberg, 56,191,000 
gallons by the duchy of Baden and 16,703,000 
by Alsace Lorraine. After Germany comes 
the united kingdom andthen Austria 
follows with 5v4,vZ5,w0 gallons. Bohemia 
alone is represented in this amount by near- 
ly 110,000,000 gallons and lower Austria, in- 
cluding Vienna, by more than 44,000,000 gal- 
lons. The people of Belgium consume 220,- 
000,000 gallons, of Denmark 52,492,000 gallons 
and of Norway 37,673,000. Next in order 
comes Russia with 64, 427,000 gallons, Switz- 
erland with 26,101,000 gallons, Spain with 
22,000,000 gallons, Italy with 4,029,00. gallons, 
Turkey with 3,080,000 gasions, Roumania 
with 220,000 gallons, Luxemburg with 2,066,- 
000 gallons, Servia with 2,046,000 gallons 
and Greece with 213,000 gallons. It is cu- 
rious to note that outside of Europe little 
beer is produced except in the United States, 
where the manufacture was by the last 
Statistics shown to be 812,209,000 gallons. 
Japan produces 4,855,000 gallons, Australia 
30,449,000 gallons and Algeria 50,000 gallons. 
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TOM REED OUTLIVED THEM. 


He Has Seen Many Prominent Men 
Die or Drop Out. 
Gath, in Boston Globe, 

Washington, April 3vU.—A few years ago 
Tom Reed was but little known here, and 
he was the original diseovery of the for~ 
eigners and the democvats, some of the 
former of whom noticed his applicabie 
phase to parliamentary life, and the au- 
dacity of his attack. He has a distinct 
character, and I have sometimes wondered 
if it is an entirely happy one. 

His domestic life has never crept into 
the prints; it is probably a sensible house- 
hold life, in which he can get some relief 
from the demnition grind of congress. 

Reed has had a good many men in his 
Way, #1ch as Blaine and Edmunds and 
Hale and Frye, who nave expected to be- 
come the next New England candidate for 
president—an almost hopeless essay—yet all 
these men_have been removed; the ex- 
speaker stands out even more distinctly 
than did Blaine when he had retired from 
the speakership, and had almost succeeded 
once in becoming president. There is a 
pleasure private men have in turning up 
presidential candidates. 

A rather obscure man from Oregon said 
to. me, while Blaine was still an active 
quantity’ “Keep your eye on Tom Reed; 
there is a great deal in him. He is like 
the people At large; though he comes from 
New England, there are many traits about 
him common to the south, the west and 
our far-off longitude.” 

This person at the time was a strong 
and simcere supporter of Blaine, but draw- 
ing his life and emusement from politics, 
he discerned that Blaine was becoming au- 
tumnal, while Reed was hardly in his May 
blossoms. 

No man seemed more thoroughly defeated 
than Reed after the country capsized his 
congress. The issue had mainly been made 
against him, rather than McKinley. He was 
considered a parliamentary despot who had 
put through a series of measures almost 
as bad as those of Cromwell, who first 
turned parliament out of doors, and then 
created his own hourse of lords. 

Reed harped upon this single thread of 
the right of the majority to command a quo- 
rum if it is presented. When quorums are 
not present they send out the sergeant- 
atearms and compel them to come. This 


| 


would appear to be sur in a prae- 
tical countfy ike ours if, 
they would not answer. 

So Reed set himself to give a practical 
demonstration of how this matter wguld 
work under his own leadership of the mi- 
nority. - | 

The speaker, Crisp, was rather friendly to 
Reed, but had a record on the opposite side 
and determined to show the country ho 
mild a speaker could be and yet succeed. 

As time went on Speaker Crips lost his 
mi'dness. He began to call ypon members 
to take their seats, and he bully-ragged 
even Mr. Reed, who, without ever losing his 
dignity, kept his point to thé front, namely, 
that Crisp must De another Reed and count 
the quorum which was there, It finally be- 
came apparent to the whole country that 
congress was losing its time, but not one 
member of any note who had attacked 
Reed in his speeches whilst he was speaker 
nad the philosophy to change his attitude. 
As an old con&derate soldier from Missou- 
ri said to me the other day: “The trouble 
with this congress is that there is not one 
private in it; everybody is a general.” 

The dicipline of the republican side un- 
Cer -Réed’s control has been. remarkable,, 
and is probably due to some inherent qual- 
ity he posseses of atttracting and command- 
ing men. I have noticed in the case of 
Boutelle, who was p better Blaine man than 
Reed, that there was an apparent rebellion 
of Boutelle against Reed, or an attempt to 
make a rival leadership. The reporters 
ccmmented on it adversely to Boutelle. 

If Reed at that time had shéwn petulance 
to Mr. Bouteile, he might have made cne 
of those erlemies who stick, and of which 
class Blaine had sg many, like Job Steven- 
son, his old pupil, who became contuma- 
cious on the floor ‘of congress; but at the 
proper time I saw that Reed rather broug!®& 
Boutelle out of his dilemme and helped him 
with an opportunity, and 1 should judge 
that at this writing the Maine people }ad 
nearly all come to the conclusion that Reed 
has to be their standard bearer.

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‘THE MARTIN CASE. 


Mr. Martin Strongly Asserts His In- 
nocence. 


The friends of Mr. Henry F. Martin were 
surprised yesterday morning when they 
read the story of his detention. 

It was not long until they rallied to his 
relief and he was released on bond. 

Mr. Martin, speaking about the case, said: 

“No one could have been more surprised 
than I at the charge brought against me 
last night. 

“It is true that some time ago I did bor- 
row $300 from Mrs. Albert and that I have 
experienced some difficulty im being able to 
repay it. However, I had no idea that Mrs. 
Albert had for a moment suspected my 
integrity. I was making every effort to get 
the money and had no idea of leaving the 
city without fully satisfying her claims. 
Had she ever intimated to me that she was 
going to such extreme steps I would have 
gotten the money for her at any sacrifice. 
As it was, it was an ordinary loan of 
money from one who appeared to be willing 
*o wait upon my success in getting it and 
never for an instant did I feel or intend to 
act criminally. 

“Within the past week. it became necessa- 
ry that I should make a business trip to 
Boston. Not wishing to go until I had paid 
Mrs. Albert, I spent all day yesterday in 
looking up the means by which I could pay 
her. With this object in view I gtarted up 
the steps to the office of Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell in the evening to complete the 
arrangement. On the stairway I stepped on 
a banana peel, slipping and being stunned. 
While in this condition I was picked up 
and carried to the police station, and here 
I came to consciousness only to find Messrs, 
Albert & Hughes were there preferring 

the charge of cheating and. swindling 
against me. The charge was so preposter- 
ous that I could scarcely believe my senses. 
It was too late to get bond, so I had to 
wait until this morning, when 1 gave 
it readily. 

“My trial has been fixed for tomorrow 
and then I will fully establish the causeless- 
ness of my arrest and the falsity of the 
charge brought against me.
